CAIRO OPERA SEASON. 


LA FAVORITA. 


The chief incidents in “La Favorita were 
the singing of M. Flachat and the chorus. The 
chorus in the first aud last acts, were as one 
full voice, breaking or drifting into true and 
faultless barmony, not merely fulfilling the 
bald requirements of the score, but achieving 
its meaning and enhancing its beauty. To me 
the final chorus of monke and nuns was one of 
the moat delightful pieces of ‘ensemble’ sing- 
ing I have ever heard in opera. M. Flachat 
fulfilled all and more than I had hoped for. His 
voice, always true and full of meaning, took on 
every shade of colour and passion, renunciation 
and despair. It is so seldom that the French 
tenor voice can please without prejudice : it is 
apt to savour of throat, to be husky, forced, 
noisy; but M. Flachat was free from all this 
and yet had the characteristic warmth and 
suggestion of the best ‘demi-caractére.’ The 
others sang well enough. M. Gorins (M. 
Valette was inscribed for the part, but a 
change was made) was consistent, but too 
vigorous : M. Coiglio was certainly good, 
dignified and emphatic ; Mme. Broglia is ap- 
parently still unwell, but she was quite ade- 
quate: her voice accentuates the extreme ot 
the French contralto, constrained, rather forced, 
apt to be profuse in moments of passion, not 
always pleasing, but het technique and singing 
in general seemed good. M.Delmas and Mlle 
Gilberte were excellent in their rather slight 
parts it is so important to fill the lesser parts 
well, an opera cen be so wholly marred by 
details. The one deadly drawback to the 
opera was—to my mind—the ballet, not from 
any intrinsic fault of its own, but because an 
opera like “La Favorita” is to my poor thinking 
hardly suitable for such interludes, it needs all 
it can be given to carry it through, and surely 
two long ballets are out of place, and should 
he reserved for some performance when the 
music and singing is practically non-existent 
as an interest. There was some such piece 
given last year in conjunction with “La Fille 
du Régiment” and I would suggest that certain 
nights be dedicated to that kind of production; 
ballet is popular with the majority of the 
Khedivial audiebce, but surely the minority 
should not be sacrificed on the altars of tights 
and twirls. Still, ballet or no ballet, M. 
Flachat and the chorus would have been worth 
hearing on any stage, and the highest possible 
praise is due to them. 


THE EUPHRATES IN FLOOD. 


We have received news from Bagdad that 
during the heavy rain of 1907 the Eopbrates 
burst its banks near Feluja, and flowed into 
the Tigris up and downstream of Bagdad.

MONEY AND SHARE MARKET.

London, December 13. 
The Money Market 


It is becoming increasingly evident that 
Lombard Street must be prepared for stiff 
discount rates for some weeks to come. In the 
first place, the task of clearing up the wreckage 
in America is:a slow process. Further failures 
have taken place this week, and cash is re- 
turning only very slowly into circulation. The 
premium of gold still continues, and further 
shipments from this side are expected. So far 
as can be gathered, the banks are still retain- 
ing the paper currency, notwithstanding that 
the date fixed for the renewal of cash payments 
passed some ten days ago. 

South America is also likely to require a 
substantial quantity of gold in the near future. 
The crops there are reported to be excellent, 
and will probably be sold at high prices, so 
that London will have to fakea large share in 
providing the necessary funds. Another point to 
be reckoned with in considering the future 
movements of discount rates is the serious 
financial position in Germany. As already 
reported in your columns, the Budget recently 


presented showed a large deficit, in spite of 


economy in the varions departments, and the 
Government were compelled to appropriate a 
million of the Sinking Fund for Imperial Debt 
in order to reduce the deficit. It is therefore 
probable that gold will go to Berlin hefore the 
end of the year. 

One bright feature in the outlook is the 
cessation of the demands for Egypt, and it is 
hoped that the gold you have already obtained 
will be sfficient to finance the crop. Indeed 
we are-given to understand that we may anti- 
cipate a return of the precious metal from 
Egypt in January, and that your banks have 
several millions of gold in their coffers in 
Egypt ; this being so, they should be more 
ready to make advances on Egyptian Stocks 
and Shares in your markets, all of which 
should tend to improve the situation. 

The position of the. Bank of England has 
undergone a substantial improvement during 
the past week, the increase’ in the re- 
serve amounting to £1,767,823, bringing the 
total to 423,674,013, which compares with 
422,748,055 in the corresponding week of 
1906. The proportion to liabilities is up 2.93 
on the week, being now 46.95, against 47.02 
last year. The increase in coin and bullion is 
£1,400,000, and the note circulation has con- 
tracted to the extent of nearly £360,000. Other 
Securities have been reduced by 1} millions, as 
the result of the maturing of bills at the Bank, 
but Public Deposits have declined £200,000. 
Other Securities are up £727,376. 

The money market has continued easy 
throughout the week, and overnight accomoda- 
tion realises only 4 to 44 per cent. Discount 
rates are very firm, the rate for three months’ 
paper being round about 6 per cent.
